2) With regard to present claim 1 the document D1 discloses method for logging 
information during a call completion process (page 12, paragraph 2), in an Internet 
call waiting environment (page 2, paragraph 3), comprising the steps of:

The objective problem to be solved by claim 1 is therefore how to acquire data, 
regarding the connection, for management purposes, e. g. billing.

Therefore it has to be 
considered obvious to the man skilled in the art to implement a method for 
establishing a call detail record according to D1 in a system according to D2 and 
arrive at the method of claim 1 .

2) To meet the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the documents D1 and D2 
should have been identified in the description and the relevant background art 
disclosed therein should be discussed. 
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
